Aa sees aa sew aslts eaa be Bade for the 
prtioners, the oli stripad mite, which have 
baeo Is oie ever sioce the prUon wm bailt, 
and wUeb bare beeoaa the mark of the coB' 
viol ia STSfy Bute la tbsUsioa,wUI be die- 
carded. 

Erery codticI io tba prison will be clothed 
la a seat grajr salt, bsk little dlifaraat, azeapt 
la tsstaie sad qoality of goodi, from suits 
won by citiMns in the ordinary walk of life.
